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Night classes offer working students a learning opportunity

For many students, having three 
straight hours of class seems as appeal- 
ing as undergoing an appendectomy. 
However, forothers the 507 nightclasses 
offered at CSUS are a convenienceand 
sometimes a necessity. 

Cassandra Durst is one such student. 
Last semester she carried nine units 
while working 40-60 hours per week as 
acommercial designer. In addition, she 
commuted nearly an hour each way 
from Stockton. 

“T think that universities throughout

Astrophysicist to present 
evidence that God exists

Did God create the universe? Are 
science and the Bible really at odds? 
Those are just two of the questions as- 
trophysicist Dr. Hugh Ross will attempt 
to answer when he speaks in Sacra- 
mento this Feb. 16and 17 atthe Freemont 
Presbyterian Church. 

Ross will present new scientific evi- 
dence for the existence of God. Scien- 
tific findings, he says, keep pointing to 
God. And, Ross adds, they are occurring 
at a rapid pace. In the last 15 years, the 
universal picture has gotten progres- 
sively clearer. 

To theologians, the existence of God 
comes as no surprise: they insist they 
knew it all along. But as for scientists, 
their very foundations are being shaken 
to the core. | 

Astrophysicist Robert Jastrow, Di- 
rector of NASA’s Goodard Institute of 
Space Studies, finds it turning his world 
upside down. 

“For the scientist who has lived by 
his faith in the power of reason, the 


story ends like a bad dream. He has. 


scaled the mountains of ignorance; he 
is about to conquer the highest peak; 
as he pulls himself over the final rock, 
he is greeted by a band of theologians 
who have been sitting there for centu- 
ries,” ae 

Sir Fred Hoyle, founder of the Cam- 


bridge Institute of Theoretical As- 
tronomy, quoted in Nature, scoffs at 
evolution: “The chance that higher 
life forms might have emerged in 
this way (evolution) is comparable 
with the chance that a tornado 
sweeping through ajunkyard might 
assemble a Boeing 747 from the 
material therein.” 

Astrophysicist Arno Penzias 
agrees. Penzias is no ordinary astro- 
physicist. He shares a Nobel prize 
for the discovery of cosmic back- 
ground radiation. 

‘Astronomy leads us to a unique 
event, a universe which was created 
out of nothing, one with the very 
delicate balance needed to provide 
exactly the conditions required to 
permit life, and one which has an 
underlying (one might say “super- 
natural’) plan. 

Dr. George Greenstein, astrono- 
mer, in his book The Symbiotic Uni- 
verse writes: 

“As we survey the evidence, the 
thought insistently arises that some 


supernatural agency — or, rather, 


Agency — must be involved. Is it 
possible that suddenly, without in- 
tending to, we have stumbled upon 
scientific proof of the existence of a 
supreme being? Was it God who 
Stepped in and so providentially 
crafted the cosmos for our benefit?” 


Ross will discuss the cosmic ori- 
gins of the universe by taking the 
audience through the beginning of 
time. He will talk about quantum tun- 
nelling, cosmic background radiation, 
exotic matter, and extradimensionality 
from particle physics. Ross will ex- 
amine Albert Einstein’s general theory 
of relativity, the Big Bang Theory, the 
Hubble Space Telescope, the Cosmic 
Background Explorer Satellite, and 
other recent contributions — all in 
layperson’s terms. 

Ross studied at the University of 
British Colombia, earning a B.A. in 
physics. He then went on to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, where he earned a 
Ph.D in astronomy. For several years, 
he investigated galaxies and quasars, 
using radio astronomy. Ross has writ- 
ten three books and many articles on 
his findings. He lectures frequently to 
scientific audiences. 


Those interested in hearing Ross 


speak have the choice of attending 
two presentations. “New Scientific 
Evidence For God,” will be held Fri- 
day, Feb. 16, at 7 p.m. “Do Science 
And The Bible Disagree?” will take 
place on Saturday, Feb. 17, at 9:30 
a.m. There will be time for questions 
after the presentations. Both presen- 
tations will be held at Fremont Pres- 
byterian Church at 5770 Carlson Dr. 
Admission is free.

John Hamrick, Public Safety Inves- 
tigator, recommended that students be 
aware of their surroundings and devise 
aplan of action. He suggested using the 


buddy system, parking in a well lit area, 
and taking advantage of the night shuttle. 

The night shuttle is a free service at 
CSUS sponsored by Alternative Means 
of Transportation. Students may call 
from any campus phone to be trans- 
ported to their car or dorm. No identi- 
fication is required and the maximum 
wait is 15 minutes. 

According to Nancy Fox, Interim 
Parking Manager, the number of users 


varies from 25-40 people per night. 


She noted that more women than men 
use the service, and that there are gen- 
erally more callers on rainy nights. 
Hamrick said he considers CSUS to 
bearelatively safecampus. According 
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to the Student Right to Know Reports 
available in the library, there were no 
reported rapes during the fall semester. 
From 1991-1993 there were two re- 
ported robberies and no reported rapes. 
In 1994, three rapes and one aoe 
were reported. 

CSUS offers an assortment of 
evening classes based on demand. The 
School of Arts and Letters, for ex- 
ample, offers 226 different classes 
through each department, while the 
School of Education offers 75. 

Larry Glasmire, Director of Admis- 
sions and Records, estimates that 10- 
15 percent of the student population 
takes advantage of evening classes. 


CSUS Aquatic Center receives 
$250,000 grant for new boathouse

The CSUS Aquatic Center plans to 
build a state-of-the-art boathouse that 
will compare to the best in the nation. 
The Aquatic Center will build the new 
boathouse on their existing site at Lake 
Natoma, 12 miles east of campus. Of- 
ficials hope construction can begin this 
spring or summer. 

The $250,000 grant earmarked for, 
the boathouse is an inter-agency grant 
from the State of California and the 
Department of Boating and Waterways. 
According to Aquatic Center Director, 
Craig Perez, the funding for the project 
was initially intended to go through 
Associated Students, Inc., but due to 
the way rules governing these kinds of 
grants work, it had to go through the 
University. 

Howard Harris, Assistant Vice 
President of Facilities Management, 


said thata spring constructiondate may — 


be a little optimistic, but construction 
should begin in the near future. Harris 
is waiting for the funds to be trans- 
ferred to the University; the design for 
the boathouse, which is now in the 
conceptual stage, needs to be com- 
pleted. Once the architects have a work- 
ing design..ready, the bidding for a 
contractor will begin. Harris said con- 
struction should take three to four 
months. 

The existing Aquatic Center con- 
sists of Korean War surplus buildings 
that have been there for about 25 years. 
CSUS took over the buildings from the 
Young Adults Conservation Corps in 
1981. 

Ofthe 10 UCandCSUcampuses with 
aquaticcenters, Perezsaid CSUS’ Aquatic 
Centerissecond only to San DiegoState’s 
Mission Bay Aquatic Center, which has 
been a benchmark of excellence for 
Aquatic Centers nationwide. 

With the construction of the new 
facilities at Lake Natoma, the CSUS 


Aquatic Center will surpass the Mis- 
sion Bay complex in San Diego and 
rank among the best in the country. 

The new boathouse is the first phase 
ofan ongoing development project that 
will include upgrades to the entire 
Aquatic Center and the surrounding 
facilities. . 

“We'll possibly have the best 
[Aquatic Center] in the U.S.,” Perez 
said, “and we’re not even near an 
ocean.” 

Perez said that Sacramento State 
students should take pride in the Aquatic 
Center. “[It]is the one thing that schools 
like Harvard would like to have, but 
don’t,” he said. 

Lake Natoma, the site of the Pacific 
Coast Rowing Championships since 
1984, is also being developed by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
which is currently widening the beach 
and building new bathrooms and other 
facilities across the American River 
from the CSUS Aquatic Center. 


CSUS alumnus finds success can be tasty

How Kip Johnson remembers it, the 
idea struck him late one night after work- 
ing with his father. 

They were in Australia in 1989 and 
Johnson had just graduated from Sacra- 
mento State with a degree in business. His 
father, a veteran salesman who was work- 
ing as a distributor for the Kirby corpora- 
tion at the time, brought Kip along with 
him for a graduation present. | 

Kip’s idea concerned diner-kabobs, a 
type of sandwich that originated in the 
Middle East and has become over the past 
20 years, according to Kip, a staple of the 
Australian diet. 

Even though he knew nothing at that 
time about these sandwiches, other than 
that they tasted good, Kip, along with his 
partners, has been selling them in his 
restaurant, Kip’s Kabobs, on Folsom 
Boulevard and La Riviera Drive for more 
than five years. They’ve just opened a 
second restaurant on 10th and I Street. 

“T said, ‘Geez dad, you know there’s 
nothing like this in California,’” Kip re- 
calls. “These things are huge over there. I 
started talking with the owner and he told 
me some of the history.” 

Then Kip told the proprietors, a family 
of Turkish immigrants, of his idea and 
offered to work gratis in exchange for 
learning how to prepare kabobs. © 

Three months after returning to Cali- 
fornia, Johnson says that his prospects 
seemed bleak. Using his own savings and 
matching funds from his father, Kip and 


his partners had been searching Sacra- 
mento and as far south as Stockton look- 
ing for a suitable location, with little 
success. Eventually a friend ofhis father’s 
told them of a store on Folsom Blvd and 
La Riviera Drive. The owner of the 
business that was located there offered to 
sell them his equipment. 

Whatever trouble they had finding a 
place was nothing compared to actually 
running the place. 

“We wanted to save money. We 
thought us four could run the restaurant 
ourselves without a payroll for like three 
months. We didn’t last two weeks,” Kip 


says. “We didn’t advertise. We didn’tdo 


any of that stuff. We just opened the door. 
We made $91 the first day — and we 
thought we were busy! It was a joke, the 
blind leading the blind. Wehad norestau- 
rant experience, none of us. I didn’t even 
know how to wrap a hamburger at first. 
We just looked at each other. We were 
laughing.” 

Spending long hours at the Folsom 
Blvd. location while his partner Chris 
runs the downtown restaurant, Kip still 
wonders whenhe’ Il see the lightattheend 
of the tunnel. 

‘People just don’t get into the restau-

Fourth Assembly District race attracts a crowd 
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Fight Republican candidates will vie for seat vacated by term-limits victim

The Fourth Assembly district, 
which includes El Dorado, Alpine, 
Mono, Amador, Calaveras, and 
Placer counties, will be among many 
districts to feel the effects of term 
limits this year. Current Assembly- 
man David Knowles (R-Cameron 
Park) has served his three two-year 
terms and will not be eligible for re- 
election. 

Term limits became law for state 
elected officials in California in 1990 
through Proposition 140, brought be- 
fore the voters by Citizens for Term 
Limits. Proposition 140 allows for 
State Assembly members to serve 
six years or three two-year terms. 


After they have accrued the maxi-_ 
mum amount of time, they face a | 


lifelong ban from the Assembly, 
though they may run for other of- 
fices. 

Proposition 140 has already af- 
fected the makeup of the Assembly. 
The well-publicized loss of former 
speaker Willie Brown, who has since 
become mayor of San Francisco, is 
only one of the many changes the 
Assembly has had to face since term 
limits have become a reality. Cur- 
rently, more than 70 percent of As- 
sembly members have no more than 
two years of experience, and after 
this year’s elections there will be no 
Assembly member with more than 
four years of experience. 

The Fourth Assembly district is a 
heavily Republican district, and the 
true challenge for potential candi- 


dates will be winnin g the Republican 
primary. Nine candidates have put 
their names on the Republican ballot 
since filing began last year. With 
less than two months to go before the 
primary, one candidate, former 
Dodger All-Star Steve Sax has offi- 
cially dropped out of the race. There 
is speculation that at least two other 
candidates are also preparing to leave 
the race, as money and time begin to 
define who will be able to continue 
through the primary. 

However, the race is still wide 
open, and most candidates are rely- 
ing on the final media blitz of the 
campaign to sweep them to victory. 
Among’ those candidates still in the 
running are John Cantlay, John Falk, 
Placer County Supervisor Kirk Uhler 
and Thomas “Rico” Oller. 

_ John Cantlay, a Sacramento State 
alumnus, served as a correctional of- 
ficer for more than a decade before 
making his first run for public office 
this year. Cantlay, a supporter of 
term limits on the state level, realizes 
that if term limits had not been insti- 
tuted, “ousting an incumbent would 
have been impossible.” Cantlay ex- 
pressed his.dedication to remaining 
in the race until the end. 

The most unconventional cam- 
paign for the Assembly seat has been 


launched by John Falk, Governmen-. 


tal and Public Relations Coordinator 
for the Tahoe Sierra Board of Real- 
tors. Falk has refused to take PAC 
money and has vowed not to go into 
personal debt to win this election. 
Falk is very much in the running, 


Ninth AD candidates talk

Californians voted for term lim- 
its, but now that they’re in effect, 
politicians do not necessarily agree 
that they are the answer to fix 
California’s troubled legislature. 
With the primary elections coming 
up within a matter of weeks, the three 
Democratic candidates running for 
the Assembly seat for the Ninth Dis- 
trict , currently held by Phil Isenberg, 
shared their mixed feelings about 
term limits, and their reasons for run- 
ning in spite of them. 

Term limits became a political 
reality in 1990, with the passage of 
Proposition 140. It limited the 
amount of time people may serve in 
the legislature to six years for assem- 
bly members and eight years for sena- 
tors. According to Labor Represen- 
tative Bill Camp, one of three Demo- 
cratic candidates running for the 
heavily Democratic Ninth District 
seat to be vacated by Isenberg, term 
limits have made a dramatic change 
in the legislature. “It has opened it 
up—it is an opportunity for new 
people to be elected,” said Camp. 

But besides his support for term 
limits, he recognizes the poten- 
tial for problems. He believes 
that corporate and private inter- 
ests will have the most impact on 
any one election. Camp said he 
feels that this will be bad for stu- 
dents, because it will be more 
difficult to raise public funds for 
the education system. Camp says that 
there is no guarantee that others will 
support education as much as he is 
willing to. “I put my money where 
my mouth is,” Camp said. 

Camp has spent years working 
with the Young Democrats at CSUS, 
and has been honored for his dedica- 
tion to students by the Young Demo- 
crats. He says that students have an 


opportunity to be a vital force in the - 


political arena. “It’s important for 
young people to play a role— be 
active, participate in every campaign 
to counter the private non-profit cor- 
porations who exercise their role by 

ntributions,” Camp said. 

Camp has been an active member 
of the Sacramento City School Board 
for the past five years. He says that 


about term limits, issues - 


itis critical that every person in Cali- 
fornia has the opportunity to com- 
pete by getting the right start in life. 
“I support those who fight for stu- 
dents—I’ ve spent my life a fighter,” 
Camp said. 

Camp said he feels that the diffi- 
cult part of his campaign will narrow 
down to support. “I’m running 
against two lawyers,” Camp said. He 
thinks that there are two real distinc- 
tions. First, they are not funded by 
working people. Second, they’re 
funded by corporate interests, not 
people who work for a living. 

One of Camp’s opponents, Sacra- 
mento County Supervisor Roger 
Dickinson, has a different twist on 
term limits. In fact, he does not sup- 
port having them. He says that the 
voters lose quality and high-caliber 
legislators like Isenberg. He stated 
that the effect of term limits is essen- 
tially that we lose the good people as 
well as the bad. With the new limits, 
“itis difficult for the new members to 
understand how state government 
works— I’m not an opponent of term 
limits,” Dickinson said. He admits 
that he probably would not have had 
the opportunity to run in this elec- 
tion, and that Phil Isenberg would 
have served a while longer. 

Dickinson’s primary campaign 
planks are education and public safety 
in California. 

“T believe in first-rate public edu- 
cation from kindergarten to law 
school,” Dickinson said. 

He is proud to say that he has 
already helped increase the number 
of new sheriff’s deputies by 40 since 
last year. “I want to improve the level 
of enforcement,” he said. “People 
need to stop excusing criminals and 
have them account for their acts.” 

If elected, Dickinson said he also 
intends to focus on crime prevention. 
As a board member for the North 
Highlands area, he has already re- 


duced juvenile crimes in connection 


with the Sheriff’s department and 
Parks and Recreation, by creating 
evening programs to help keep kids 
out of trouble. 

Dickinson said he is running for 


the Assembly. because he feels the. 


legislature and government make 
critical policy decisions. “I want to 


although he has only raised $5,000 to 
date. “I am not a career politician,” 
Falk. stated, “If elected, I plan to 
serve my terms and leave. I see this 
seat as an endpoint not a stepping 
stone.” Falk believes his experience 
in the drafting of legislation, bill 
analysis, and his knowledge of the 
workings of the Assembly will greatly 
aid him during his terms. 

As the sole self-proclaimed mod- 
erate in a staunchly conservative dis- 
trict, Falk is hoping his opponents 
will split the conservative vote. 

Placer County Supervisor Kirk 


Uhler noted his “success as a super- 7 


visor and as a business owner’ as his 
greatest assets as a candidate. Uhler 
worked for term limits in 1990 and 
vowed to support them “even when 
they drive me out of office.” Uhler 
agrees that he would not have had the 
opportunity to run for the office had 
term limits not become law. “Tf it 
wasn’t for term limits, I don’t think 
Knowles would be leaving office this 
year,” he said. 

Assemblyman Knowles gave 
his endorsement to fellow con- 
servative Thomas “Rico” Oller.

the city’s graffiti abatement coordi- 
nator and involved hundreds of vol- 
unteers in cleaning up the graffiti.

Saint Valentine’s Day means a 
variety of things to different people. 
For some it is a day to shower that 
special someone with love and gifts 
of diamonds, silk, and of the high 
caloric variety; it is a day of ro- 
mance. For others it represents the 


ultimate solitude; it is a day isolating 
those people cupid has neglected. - 
For the rest of the population Febru- 
ary 14this merely... February 14th; it 
is a day just like any other... without 
any additional meaning. 

The holiday does have historical 
meaning. It’s origin of lies in ancient 
Rome. Valentine was a Christian 


priest and physician whose kindness 


and generosity were well krown 
amongst his friends and neighbors. 
He cared for the persecuted Chris- 
tians, taking only what his patients 
could afford to give him. On Febru- 
ary 14th, 270 A.D., Valenting was 
executed on the orders of Emperor 
Claudius II Gothicus. But before he 
was beaten with clubs, stoned and 
finally beheaded, Valentine sent one 
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last message to a blind girl hé was 
treating and signed it, “From your 
Valentine.” The girl regained her 
sight and Valentine became a Saint. 
February 14th was named Saint 
Valentine’s Day by Pope Gelasius I 
in 496 A.D. 

The traditional sending of love 
letters also stems from the Roman 
feast of Lupercalia. One of theevents 
of the day included maidens writing 
love messages and place them in a 
large urn. Unmarried men would 
then draw one of the messages from 
the urn and court the girl whose mes- 
sage he had drawn for the remainder 
of the day. Upon the eve of the feast, 
two men wearing no more than a goat’ 
skin about their loins, would run about 
Striking the palms of any woman 
they came upon. This was supposed 
to result in fertility. Surprisingly, 
this last custom has lost its appeal 
over the years. However, the|send- 
ing of love messages has remained 
popular around the world. |

Apple Computer, Inc., needs a 
Savior, and may have found one in 
Gilbert Amelio, fresh from a five- 
year-stint restoring another Silicon 
| Valley industry” giant, National 
Semiconductor, to financial health. 
Amelio, reported to be taking over 
from Michael Spindler as Apple’s 
chief executive officer, is a special- 
ist in the kind of turnaround the 
Cupertino-based Apple needs. 
“Transformation management” is 
Amelio’s preferred term for acombi- 
nation of cost-cutting and redirection. 

Apple, with its widely admired 
Macintosh products and user- 
friendly innovations, has much go- 
ing for its effort to regain momen- 
tum in the savagely competitive 
personal computer field. The 
company’s management is faulted 
for miscalculations of demand, as 
well as strategic blunders in failing 
to allow clones of its computers and 
in allowing competitors to’ surge 
ahead in business applications of 
personal computers.
